Boy Safe 
In Balloon 
Mishap 

Investigators find 6-year-old 
at home after frantic search 

FORT COLLINS, COLO. I A 6-year-old Col- 
orado boy feared to have floated off in a 
helium balloon was found safe at his home 
Thursday, hiding in a cardboard box in the 
garage attic. 

Sheriff Jim Alderman gave a thumbs-up 
to reporters and said, “He’s at the house.” 
Alderden said an investigator on the scene 
saw the boy and he was fine, and had appar- 
ently been in the attic the whole time. 

The giant silvery helium balloon floated 
away from the family’s yard late Thursday 
morning, sparking a frantic rescue operation 
after the boy’s brother said he saw Falcon 
Heene get into the balloon. It was not clear 
why the brother made the report. 

The flying saucer-like craft, shown live 
on television nationwide, tipped precari- 
ously at times before gliding to the ground 
in a field, the culmination of a two -hour, 
50-mile journey through two counties. 
With the child nowhere in sight, investi- 
gators searched the balloon’s path. Several 
people reported seeing something fall from 
the craft, and yellow crime-scene tape was 
placed around the home, (ap)

Seniors Take Hit From Recession 



Social Security checks 
won’t rise in 2010 due 
to negative inflation 

WASHINGTON I Social Security 
recipients won’t get a cost-of- 
living increase next year for the 
first time in more than a third of 
a century, and that could boost 
President Obama’s plan to send 
seniors another round of $250 
payments before the congressio- 
nal elections. 

Democratic leaders in Congress 
have signed onto the plan, greatly 
improving its chances. Republican 
leaders said they, too, favor the pay- 
ments but don’t want to increase 
the deficit to pay for them. 

More than 50 million Social 
Security recipients will see no 
increase in their monthly payments 
next year, the government said 
Thursday, the first year without an 
increase since automatic adjust- 
ments were adopted in 1975. 

Blame it on falling consum- 
er prices. By law, cost-of-living 
adjustments are pegged to infla- 
tion, which is negative this year 
because of lower energy costs. 
Social Security payments do not go

down, even when prices drop. 

Social Security recipients at a 
senior center in Pembroke Pines, 
Fla., took it in stride that come 
January they won’t see an increase 
in their benefits. 

“You have to make do with 
whatever you get. What are you 
gonna do? You can’t do nothing 
about it,” said Ed Nunez, 69, a 


retired truck driver from Miami. 

The White House said the stim- 
ulus payments would cost $13 bil- 
lion, though a congressional esti- 
mate put the cost at $14 billion. 
Obama didn’t say how the pay- 
ments should be financed, leaving 
that up to Congress. The president 
is open to borrowing the money.

Obama Visits New Orleans 


President: Recovery 
effort on Gulf Coast 
‘just getting started’ 

NEW ORLEANS I Insisting he’s “just 
getting started,” President Obama 
defended his administration 
Thursday against complaints from 
some residents of the hurricane- 
ravaged Gulf Coast that federal 
help in recovering from the 2005 
disasters hasn’t improved much 
since he took office. 

“We’ve got a long way to go, but 
we’ve made progress,” Obama said 
at a town hall at the University of 
New Orleans. “We’re working as 
hard as we can and as quickly as 
we can.” 

Obama wanted to use his first 
visit to the Gulf Coast as president

to listen to residents’ concerns 
about the recovery effort. And 
although most questions were on 
unrelated subjects, one man gave 
him an earful. 

“I expected as much from the 


Bush administration, but why are 
we still being nickeled-and- dimed 
in our recovery?” asked Gabriel 
Bordenave, 29, of New Orleans. 

“I wish I could write a blank 
check,” Obama replied, prompt- 
ing Bordenave to shout back, 
“Why not?” 

Obama claimed progress since 
he entered the White House in 
January. He cited reconstruction 
projects that have moved forward 
after having been stalled by dis- 
agreements over who would foot 
the bill. 

“I know since a lot of these 
problems have been going on since 
Katrina, people, understandably, 
feel impatient,” Obama said. “On 
the other hand, a lot of these things 
are not going to be fixed tomor- 
row.” (AP)

China Sentences Three 
To Death for Ethnic Riots 

China sentenced three more peo- 
ple to death Thursday for murders 
committed during riots in the far 
western Xinjiang region in July, 
bringing to nine the number of 
people facing execution for the 
unrest. The condemned men were 
all Uighur except for one Han Chi- 
nese man who was convicted of 
beating a Uighur man to death, (ap)

Karzai Rival: U.N. Will Root 
Out Fraud in Afghan Vote 

President Hamid Karzai’s top rival 
in Afghanistan’s presidential elec- 
tion said Thursday he had faith 
that a U.N.-backed commission 
working to root out fraudulent 
votes would announce a fair deci- 
sion within days. Former foreign 
minister Abdullah Abdullah also 
believes a runoff is imminent, (ap) 


Militants kill at least 
19 in attacks on three 
police sites in Lahore 

LAHORE, PAKISTAN I Islamist 
militants launched coordinated 
assaults on three police com- 
pounds in Pakistan’s second- 
largest city Thursday, the latest 
in a wave of attacks by insurgents 
bringing the war to the country’s 
heartland ahead of an expected 
offensive against their Afghan 
border sanctuary. 

The dramatic escalation in 
violence appears to be an attempt 
by the Taliban- and al- Qaeda-led 
insurgency to seize the initiative 
from the army and deliver a warn- 
ing to the U.S. -backed civilian 
government: Attack us in South 
Waziristan and we will fight back 
in your cities. 

It also discredits Pakistani 
claims that the Taliban were on 
the ropes after this year’s military 
campaign in the Swat Valley and 
the killing of their leader, Baitul- 
lah Mehsud, in August. 

The U.S. wants Pakistan’s army 
to launch the operation in South 


Waziristan to root out militants 
who use the remote region as a 
base for attacks in Afghanistan. 

Thursday’s assaults in Lahore 
added to a sense of crisis in this 


nuclear-armed country, shaken 
by five major attacks by Islamic 
extremists in the last 10 days that 
have killed more than 150 people. 

At least 19 people were killed in

“We are here to lay down our 
lives for Islam. Jihad will contin- 
ue,” two attackers shouted before 
blowing themselves up, according 
to one police officer. Most of the 
militants detonated suicide belts 
after they were injured or cornered, 
witnesses said, chris brummitt (ap)

Protests Grip South Africa

150 arrested in violent 
demonstrations over 
quality of life for poor 

STANDERTON, SOUTH AFRICA I Pro- 
testers barricaded a major high- 
way with rocks and burning tires 
Thursday, clashing with police who 
fired on them with rubber bullets. 
Youths retaliated with slingshots 
and threw rocks. 

The protest evoked images from 
decades earlier, when township 
residents took to the streets to fight 
apartheid. Now the issue is the 
government’s failure to improve 
the lives of poor South Africans 
since democracy replaced legal 
racial separation. 

More than 150 people have 
been arrested this week in protests 
that have spread from Standerton, 
about 90 miles southeast of Johan- 
nesburg, to at least four other 
towns in eastern South Africa.

Monroe Gives Hoyas Reason for Optimism 



HOYAS HOOPS I For the first time 
since 1991-92, and only the fifth 
time in more than a century of 
Georgetown men’s basketball, the 
Hoyas’ roster is made up of solely 
underclassmen. 

It’s not necessarily the ideal way 
to try to regain a place among the 
nation’s elite teams after taking a 
step backward last season. 

Still, coach John Thompson III 
has one big reason to be optimis- 
tic: Greg Monroe, who opted not 
to head to the NBA after earning 
Big East rookie of the year honors 
and is now willing to take on more 
of a leadership role. 


Last season, he was second on 
the Hoyas in scoring (13.6 points) 
and assists (2.5), while leading 
the team in rebounding (6.5) and 
blocks (1.5). The hope is that Mon- 


roe will improve on those numbers 
with a year of college experience 
under his belt. 

“We go as far as he goes,” team- 
mate Chris Wright said, (ap)

Maryland’s Torrey Smith is hav- 
ing a breakout season as a receiver 
and kick returner, and leading the 
ACC in all-purpose yards — by a 
long shot. But two years ago, com- 
ing out of Stafford High School in 
Fredericksburg, he was not high 
on the Cavaliers’ wish list. 

“Clearly, if we foresaw him being 
the type of player that he is now, he 
would be returning kicks for Vir- 
ginia,” said Groh, whose Cavaliers 
(2-3, 1-0 ACC) visit College Park 
on Saturday. 

Through the first half of the 
season, Smith has had 31 catches 


for 519 yards and four touchdowns. 
He’s also carried seven times for 
64 yards and a touchdown for the 
Terrapins (2-4, 1-1). He is on pace 
to outdo any single-season perfor- 
mance posted by former Terrapins 
receiver Darrius Hey ward-Bey, 
who was drafted 
No. 7 overall 
by the Oakland 
Raiders this 
year. 

Projecting 
Smith as a col- 
lege star was dif- 
ficult, Maryland 
coach Ralph Friedgen said. 

“The biggest question was 'Could 
he transition into a wide receiver?’ 
because he was a quarterback in 
high school,” Friedgen said. “Then 
when I met the kid and saw what 
type of person he was, the charac- 
ter, the academics, the whole ball 
of wax, I really thought he was a

111 the ’60s, Andy Warhol muse 
Edie Sedgwick and Velvet Under- 
grounder John Cale sported wild- 
child clothes by Betsey Johnson.

She gives the scoop on 
what she’s learned in her book “All Cakes Considered.” 


Dane Henshall’s 9 -year-old daughter Grace has 
watched the Food Network since preschool. So, 
it didn’t surprise her mother when she wanted 
a birthday cake from Baltimore’s Charm City 
Cakes, of “Ace of Cakes” fame. “I called them, 
found out the price, and told her when she was 12, 
she can have one,” says Henshall, 41, an Arling- 
ton resident who works for the USDA. 

Many parents would’ve turned to Betty 
Crocker. But Henshall set about creating her own 
“Ace”-style treat. Since then, the self-taught baker 
has made cakes in the shape of everything from 
an alligator to a bucket of Halloween candy. “I 
enjoy the fun and chaos,” Henshall says. “There’s 
something to be said for having someone spend 
time and love to make you a cake.” 

Henshall’s not the only person whipping out 
a spatula and brushing up on buttercream. The 
popularity of TV’s “Ace of Cakes” and “Cake Boss,” 
and a pastry case’s worth of new books about the 
treats suggests an old-fashioned slice of you-know- 
what might eclipse the cupcake soon. 

Still, getting that layered look (and granny- 
worthy taste) doesn’t require Martha Stewart’s 
kitchen or a cooking school degree. After she 
became producer of NPR’s “All Things Con- 
sidered” in 2006, Melissa Gray started baking 
cakes to bolster her pastry skills and bond with 
her co-workers. Every Monday, she’d bring in a 
new confection, christening it with a name such 
as the Naughty Senator (peppermint- chocolate 
rum cake) or Triple- Chocolate Orange Passion 
Cake. Colleagues gobbled up her goodies, and 
she turned into a better baker, a culinary odys- 
sey detailed in “All Cakes Considered” ($25, 
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Boxed Setup 

Let’s be honest: Sometimes you just 
don’t have the time or energy to whip up 
a cake from scratch. That’s when boxed 
mixes save the birthday or dinner party. 
We tested three new ones you might 
want to keep in the pantry, b .l.

GLUTEN-FREE, NOT GLUEY 

Celiac-diseased sweets lovers — or just folks try- 
ing to eat less gluten — should try BETTY CROCK- 
ER’S GLUTEN-FREE DEVIL’S FOOD CAKE MIX ($4.50, 
Giant or Safeway). Our tester found the resulting 
cocoa-powered creation as good as any standard 
boxed mix treat, though its texture was a little bit 
denser than a normal cake. 


RED, DEVILISHLY GOOD 

A tangy cream cheese frosting tops off the BARE- 
FOOT CONTESSA RED VELVET CUPCAKES ($12, Stone- 
wallkitchen.com or Sur La Table stores). Ina Garten 
definitely wants you to take things slowly as you’re 
mixing ingredients, a bit of a pain if you don’t have 
a standing mixer (our tester did not). Her cupcakes 
turned out a little dry, but this may have been due 
to a wonky oven. Overall, this is the favorite for its 
rich crumb and decadent icing. 


THE WHOLESOME PIECE 

NATURALLY NORA SURPRISING STARS YELLOW CAKE 
MIX ($4, Whole Foods) shuns artificial ingredients, 
flavors, preservatives and hydrogenated oils. But it 
still contains taste. Sure, the resulting cake boasts 
a texture that seems healthier than that of a stan- 
dard box mix dessert. But it still passed muster with 
the tester’s dessert-averse father-in-law, who glee- 
fully polished off a ginormous piece. 


Chronicle), which offers dessert- centric tips and 
recipes sprinkled with Gray’s wry wit. 

“Everybody can learn to bake a cake from 
scratch,” Gray says. “It’s not hard. We all know 
how to scramble eggs. Cakes are a few steps like 
that. You just have to do them in order and cor- 
rectly.” Things she learned in the torta trenches: 
Use room-temperature butter and eggs (fats mix 
better with dry ingredients when warm), and be 
sure to measure wet and dry ingredients pre- 
cisely. “And let the cake be in the oven,” she says. 
“Do not keep opening the door. Let it do what it 
needs to do.” For beginners, Gray suggests start- 
ing with her Man Catcher, a sour cream pound 
cake (pictured on this section’s cover) with just 
10 ingredients and a simple recipe (below). 

Those with a few gateaux under their aprons 
can try “Rose’s Heavenly Cakes” ($40, Wiley), 
which features drool-inducing photos of com- 
plex concoctions such as Chocolate Banana Stud 
Cake and Pumpkin Cake with Burnt Orange Silk 
Meringue Buttercream (pictured, left). 

“I can’t say that anybody, without reservation, 
can bake a cake,” says author Rose Levy Beran- 
baum, who also penned the famed “Cake Bible.” 
“But anybody willing to follow directions can.” 
Her key hints? Use bleached flour, and make sure 
to choose the proper-sized cake pan. “If it’s too 


THE MAN CATCHER 


INGREDIENTS 

2 sticks unsalted butter, at 
room temperature; 3 cups 
sugar; 5 large eggs; 3 cups all- 
purpose flour; 1/4 tsp baking 
soda; 1 /2 tsp salt; 1 cup sour cream; 1 tsp each 
vanilla, lemon and orange extracts. 

CENTER RACK IN OVEN and preheat oven to 
325 degrees.

small, the cake doesn’t get enough support,” she 
says.

Henshall comes up with a batter plan before 
ever cracking an egg. “Think it through,” she 
says. “Planning will take you a long way.” But you 
can scheme a cake attack like a five-star general 
and still run into snags. “If your batter looks like 
melted ice cream, you may have a problem before 
you even get it in the oven,” Gray says. “But most 
disasters you don’t find out about until you get 
the cake out of the oven. Then you have to ask, 
Was it me or the recipe?’ Try again, or move on 
to a different recipe.” bethluberecki 



When Sweets Go Sour 

Even pro bakers suffer culinary disasters — layer cakes that resem- 
ble earthquake scenes, frosting that looks more like Play-Doh 
than something edible. Some of the worst offenders star in “Cake 
Wrecks” ($13, Andrews McMeel), a new book from Orlando blog- 
ger Jen Yates (Cakewrecks.com) that offers photo proof of heinous 
misspellings (“Happy Thanksgiven”), poor design (ghoulish Santas) 
and just plain ickiness (chocolate icing resembling bear scat). 

“It's the American way to celebrate everything with cake,” Yates 
says. “We get cakes now for kids who’ve been potty-trained that say 
“Way to Go.’ There are many opportunities to go wrong.” 

So, how can you avoid these, er, crumb mistakes? If you order a 
cake, Yates says, “Have appropriate expectations for your budget 
level. If you’re going into a grocery store, don't expect Ace of Cakes.’” 
DIY won't always rule out mishaps either. Tracy Kellum, a35-year-

old Silver Spring resident, taught herself to bake with the help of 
cooking blogs and the Food Network. Now she regularly whips up 
cupcakes in flavors such as chocolate chai-spice with ginger but- 
tercream frosting for friends, family and paying clients. But herfirst 
paying gig didn't go well. “A co-worker asked me to make cupcakes 
for her son's birthday," Kellum says. “It was eye-opening” — literally: 
She pulled an all-nighter dealing with overflowing pansand oozing 
chocolate suns. Other newbies over-whip icing or try to get eggs to 
room temperature by microwave, only to find the yolk’s on them. 

But debacles not only make great stories; they’re also valu- 
able learning experiences for the next time you attempt a Triple 
Buttercream Strawberry Devil's Food Surprise. “Basic ingredients 
for cake are cheap,” Kellum says. “If it doesn't work, throw it in the 
trash and start over.” b.l.

Wild and Crazy, Kids 


Spike Jonze takes liberties 
with a classic to produce a 
visual and emotional stunner 



F I L M I Is “Where the Wild Things Are” a work 
of art or a desecration? 

Let the wild rumpus start. 

There are few more hotly anticipated mov- 
ies this season than Spike Jonze’s adaptation 
of Maurice Sendak’s beloved children’s book. 
That 1963 picture book, about a boy named 
Max who embarks on a journey to the far 
reaches of his imagination, accomplished 
in 10 sentences what novelists struggle to 
achieve in hundreds of pages. 

Jonze has thrown away “Where the 
Wild Things Are” as a holy text. The 
resulting movie is one that manages to 
create its own reality and meaning, even 
while it brings Sendak’s visual world to 
life with startling accuracy. 

Jonze populates Max’s world with an 
indifferent older sister and a single mother 
(Catherine Keener), whose date ignites 
the tantrum. Max, played in a fantastic 
performance by Max Records, runs out

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latter allows a beefy instructor to put the 
wives in compromising positions, thereby 
challenging the husbands’ masculinity. This 
scene goes for safe, easy, sexist laughs. 
As does the rest of the movie, (dz) 
DISTRICT 9 (R, 112 minutes) The poison 
that permeates this phenomenal film is the 
same toxin that defined so much of 20th- 
century history: the oppression of the 
Other — in this case, scaly aliens with feel- 
ers for faces, a jones for canned cat food 
and a mother ship that has been hovering 
over Johannesburg for 20 years. As the 
craven corporate tool Wikus van de Merwe, 
acting newcomer Sharlto Copley is noth- 
ing short of revelatory. Wikus is assigned 
to move the aliens from their ramshack- 
le township to tent cities that are, in fact, 
concentration camps. The aliens are hard 
to like, but we like them, just as we end up 
liking Wikus and rootingfor the demise of 
Greater Human Civilization, (ja) 

FAME (PG, 105 minutes) The remake of the 
1980 film does not shrink from the brutal- 
ity of talent’s natural selection. Success 
takes work but is not guaranteed by work. 
Like the original, this version tracks a 
clot of students through four years at a 
rigorous performing-arts high school in 
Manhattan. There’s the heartthrob who 
sounds like Jason Mraz (or is it James 
Blunt?), the mousy monologist who’s beg- 
ging to be liberated from her shyness, the 
classical pianist with a hidden desire to be 
the next Alicia Keys, the hyper-indie bud- 
ding filmmaker bedecked in tweed and a 
newsboy cap. All those parts are played 
engagingly by youthful unknowns who 
sidestep stereotype by virtue of their li- 
ability and the no-nonsense screenplay. 
It’s a harmless diversion, and a more solid, 
nuanced, mature and bald-faced version 
of young ambition than fairy-tale charac- 
ters like Hannah Montana and the Jonas 
Brothers, (dz) 

GOOD HAIR (PG-13, 95 minutes) “Daddy, 
how come I don’t have good hair?” It might 
be the most loaded and universal question 
within the black community. And it’s the 
question — asked by histhen-5-year-old 
daughter — that propels comedian Chris 
Rock throughout a hilariously funny docu- 
mentary. Rock did not have an answer for 
his daughter, so he embarked on a madcap 
tour through beauty and barber shops, the 
Bronner Bros. Hair Show and finally India, 
where the most coveted source material 
for hair extensions is grown. Along the 
way he interviews celebrities in search of 
that perennially vexing question: What is 
it about black people’s hair that freaks out 


white people so much? The film is such a 
rollicking, thoroughly entertaining ride 
that it’s easy to take for granted just how 
easy Rock makes it look, (ah) 

THE INFORMANT! (R, 108 minutes) 
Steven Soderbergh delivers a cool, slyly 
funny psychological caper in which the 
true-life tale of a corporate whistleblow- 
er is extruded through Soderbergh’s dry 
sense of satire and nostalgia for 1970s 


cinema style into a nifty, if a bit blood- 
less, bagatelle. A virtually unrecogniz- 
able Matt Damon plays Mark Whitacre, 
who in the 1990s exposed price fixing at 
Archer Daniels Midland, where he worked 
as a high-level executive. Doing his best 
Philip Seymour Hoffman impersonation, 
the porn-mustached and well-padded 
Damon keeps up a chirpy interior mono- 
logue throughout, digressing into wool- 


ly meditations that ping manically from 
corn to Japanese sex fetishes. It all clicks 
along with satisfying wit and weirdness, 
and through it all Soderbergh retains his 
characteristic reserve and distance from 
the action at hand, (ah) 

THE INVENTION OF LYING (PG-13, 100 
minutes) In this subversively amusing 
religious satire, Ricky Gervais plays Mark 
Bellison, who lives in a town where no one 


has ever lied. Mark shows up for a first 
date with Anna (Jennifer Garner), and she 
informs him that she has just been mastur- 
bating. Over dinner, she tells him he’s not 
handsome enough to date, while a waiter 
blurts out he’s “embarrassed to work here.” 
The people who inhabit the film simply 
say whatever is on their minds, and they 
have no reason not to believe one another.

But when Gervais discovers the ability to 
make things up, the town comes alive. If 
we’re witnessing a struggle, it’s between 
Gervais’ own competing angels. A clue 
to which one triumphs comes in a scene 


shortly after Mark begins to lie, when he 
encounters a suicidal neighbor (Jonah 
Hill) and discovers the redemptive power 
of random acts of deceit, (ah) 
JENNIFER’S BODY (R, 102 minutes) 
Megan Fox makes a subversive play- 
thing of her smokin’ hottie persona as 
Jennifer Check, a high school queen bee 
who, after an ugly encounter with a van 
full of rock musicians, becomes a raging 


succubus with a taste for Type B (“Boy”) 
blood.
